Report of the Librarian of 


THE LISBON PUBLIC LIBRARY 





The circulation of books and magazines at the Lisbon 
library during 1939 was 24,470. The smallest number 
loaned in a single day was 129, and the largest number 
362, with an average of 235 for each library day of the 
year. Books bought for the library were 206 adult and 
97 junior, which fell far short of satisfying the demand 
for ‘‘something new.”’ 

During the year there were 204 requests for material 
for reference work, which was supplied in as far as the 
facilities of the library would permit, supplemented by 
16 books borrowed from the State library at Concord. 
An unabridged dictionary was placed in the reference 
room during the year and has proved to be a very valu- 
able addition. Also, books along the line of natural and 
applied science, in which subjects the library was’ very 
lacking, have been added. 

Mrs. Karl Brummer presented a manuscript volume 
containing the results of her long research in connection 
with families in Lyman, Landaff and Lisbon which had 
men in the American Revolution. This volume cannot 
be taken from the library but can be consulted there by 
anyone interested. It is a very valuable addition to 
local genealogy and much gratitude is surely due Mrs. 
Brummer for the gift. 

Dr. Erdmann, in charge of the Congregational reading 
program, has very kindly supplemented the books avail- 
able at the library with loans from his own collection 








and books which he borrowed from the Library Commis- re \ os a 


sion. The library has, also, cooperated with the Home 
Extension in its program of reading and with thee io ee 


schools.

The library contains approximately 6,668 volumes, not 
including government reports and bound magazines. 
During the past year 99 books have been added by ap- 
propriation, and by gift 495. 

Periodicals for the reading room and circulation in- 
clude Good Housekeeping, American Homes, McCall’s, 
Cosmopolitan, American Magazine, Reader’s Digest, 
Ladies’ Home Journal, Hygeia, and Better Homes and 
Gardens, and by gift Troubadour, Woman’s Home Com- 
panion, Atlantic Monthly, Collier’s, Saturday Evening 
Post, Life, Country Home, and the New York Times 
Book Review.
